THE TREE SURGEON 


There died the other day in Asheville. N.D., Janies A. G. 
Davey, Sr. He was a member of a family notable in tree 
surgery and was himself one of the nation’s foremost authori­ 
ties on trees. 


He was the man who saved the trees of Central Park. 
New York City, 25 years ago. Their death at the rate of 1,000 
a year was popularly attributed to the exhaust gases of auto­ 
mobiles. Mr. Davey proved the cause was the devitalization of 
their soil and attacks by the European red nute, a micro­ 
scopic spider. New York appropriated $1.000 000 for rehabili­ 
tation work, which Mr. Davey supervised without compensa­ 
tion.

HEALTH INSURANCE GAINS 


For four years the Health Insurance Council, represent­ 
ing casualty and life insurance interests, has made an annual 
survey of voluntary insurance plans providing protection 
against the economic hazards of sickness and accident. 
Its latest reporl, recording a phenomenal increase last 
year in the number of persons acquiring such protection, 
furnishes heavy ammunition for those opposed to a bureau­ 
cratic system of compulsory insurance as advocated by the 
T rum an administration. 
According to the council’s data, half the total population, 
or nearly 77,000,000 persons, carried hospitalization insur­ 
ance last year and 54 447,000. or approximately one-third, 
carried 
surgical 
insurance. 
Medical 
insurance 
coverage, 
which is a compartively recent arrival, was more limited, 
em bracing 21.589,000 or about a seventh of the population 
Increases percentagewise over 1949 were respectively 
17, 32 and 28. 
This showing, the council concludes, “ reflects the grow­ 
ing desire of the American people” for protection “through 
plans of their own choosing ”

Assembled for a professional congress in New York, a 
group of chemists, all Nobel prize winners, discussed their 
specialties with the press. 
An agricultural biochemist, Professor Virtanen of Fin­ 
land, said that effeeient application of present knowledge of 
agriculture would provide food for 4.000,000,000 people, or 
double the present world population. 
Use of second-class vegetables, not now fit for human 
consumption, through use of special bacteria that can incor­ 
porate atmospheric nitrogen in the plant was mentioned. 
Nitrogen is a basic ingredient of all protein foods. Methods 
are known for pushing utilization of solar heat in plants up 
40 to 50 per cen t These processes could now be started. 
Perhaps because it is out of their immediate field, the 
Nobel prize chemists did not mention what some experts con­ 
sider the greatest potential source of food, as well as of medi­ 
cines and minerals in the world—the Amazon Basin 
The American specialist on Latin - American matters, 
Carleton Beals, has written much about this vast area of 2,- 
700.000 square miles, even now to a large extent unexplored. 
Mr Beals is convinced that in this region of jungle, pampas 
and highlands would be found potentialities of the utmost 
benefit to mankind.

Three New Compounds 
Show Real Promise; 
Other Farm Notes 


W A SH IN GTO N , Sept 21— IN S) 
— Agriculture 
department 
scien­ 
tists have come up with three new 
compounds which hold particular 
promise for effective weed control. 
None of them is commercially 
available as yet. However, they in­ 
clude one mixture which has killed 
weeks in cotton peanuts and soy­ 
beans with little or no injury to 
the crop. 
Another 
looks 
promising 
for 
weed control in sugarbeets. cot­ 
ton cantaloupe, watermelon, snap­ 
beans. squash and cucumbers. 
The scientists have also disclosed 
that TCA, a compound now used to 
control weeds in sugar beets, is ef­ 
fective in controlling grasses in 
birdsfoot trefoil. 


Combination salt tablets are des­ 
tined to become very popular with 
farm women who do their own 
canning. 
Agriculture h o m e economists 
say these tablets combine salt for 
seasoning with a tiny quantity of 
calcium chloride or other calcium 
salt. 
All this helps tomatoes hold their 
shape and remain firm and whole 
during heat processing 
The commercial canners have 
used the calcium salts widely. But 
until now it has been almost im­ 
possible for a housewife to meas­ 
ure the minute quantities required 
The new tablets solve that prob­ 
lem. 


The Weather Bureau’s SO-day 
outlook for the mid-September to 
mid-October period calls for tem­ 
peratures averaging above seasonal 
normals east of the Ohio and lower 
Mississippi rivers and also over the 
far west.

cereals, spices, 
breakfast foods, spaghetti— all of 
these are subject to great losses in 
storage because of insects. 
Officials say they could increase 
the nation s cereal supplies by ten 
per cent if the insect threat were 
licked. 
Now the department has made 
the study of these problems a 
major task for the years ahead. 
The work will be handled by a new 
and separate research division.

Stayer, the State Health D epart­ 
m ent’s director of tuberculosis con­ 
trol. told m em bers of the Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Public Health Association 
tuberculosis killed 2424 residents 
of the state in 1950 
“The cost of this disease in m ed­ 
ical care, hospitalization, wage loss 
cost, public assistance and eco­ 
nomic loss of its young citizens and 
potential wage earners is trem en­ 
dous,” he said, 
He pointed to a long waiting list 
at state centers for tuberculosis 
care because of a shortage of m ed­ 
ical and nursing personnel, and 
aaid: 
'This shortage is due to the iso­ 
lation of Sanatoria, poor pay and 
poor housing for doctors.” 
About 80 per cent of cases under 
treatm ent need some form of surg­ 
ical therapy, he said, but the chief 
phases of treatm ent are rest, diet, 
and freedom from care. 
‘‘The private practioner is on of 
the most im portant forces in the 
control of the disease, he said 
It 
is the private physician’s task not 
only to diagnose and treat indi­ 
vidual eases but also to protect the 
public health through the close 
supervision of those who endanger 
th e physical well bein gof the com­ 
m unity."

until June 1; there is no spring 
or reasonable facsimile Then, on 
¡Ju n e 1, without warning, the tem­ 
perature shoots to 98 in the shade 
and we know that we are in for 
three months of heat and humidity 
that shouldn't happen to a dog 
But then comes Indian summer, 
and all is forgiven.
